DIRECT LEGISLA 
THE ONLY WA Y OUT 

Now that it is all over and the country has an opporlun- 
ity to again settle down to its ordinary, common-sense, work- 
a-day business, the outstanding feature about it all is the un- 
necessary amount of disturbance which has been createa over 
this reciprocity business, a disturbance which could have been 
entirely avoided by submitting the question to a referendum. 

Had the Dominion of Canada in vogue the referendum 
system as they have it in Qregon and Switzerland and some 
other countries it would have been quite possible for the elec- 
tors of the Dominion to have walked to the polls any morn- 
ing and recorded their votes for or against reciprocity without 
any greater disturbance in each community than is created 
by the submission of a money by-law, and without the inter- 
jection of party or personal politics into the question at all. 

It is this fact, of course, that momentous questions can 
be settled without the interjection of politics, that makes di- 
rect legislation unpopular with the professional politician. 

With representative legislation the politicians have sim- 
ply to sieze upon a popular issue, fasten themselves to the 
issue and make it impossible to endorse the issue without 
placing them in control of the country’s affairs. 

But with direct legislation the electors can settle the 
question of policy without having to endorse any man or set 
of men or party by simply voting pro or con on the question 
before them, 

So that when Sir Wilfrid Laurier decides that a reduction 
of the tariff will meet with popular favor and decides to go to 
the country thereon, and R. 1. Borden, under the impression 
that the country can be made to believe that a reduction of 
the tariff is not in the best interests of Canada, accepts the 
challenge and stakes his political cnances on the verdict, they 
both go before the electors laying more stress on the fact that 
they are the men who are for and against the issue than they 
lay on the issue iisel!, lexviag the eleciors no choice but to 
accept or reject citer Laurier or Borden in order to put into 
effect the popular sentiment. 

Had both men been working as disinterestedly for the 
general good of Canada as their professions testify they could 
have pliced on the statute books a referendum law which 
would have eliminated the liole couation of personal poli-| — 
tics, would have avoided the deadlock in the parliament, 
would have obviated the necessity of a general election and | 
would have saved the country millions of dollars in time and | 
money, settling at the same time, without the interjection of 
side issues and without the slightest possibility of confusion,

Direct legislation is a long step in advance of the system 
in vogue in this Dominion today, but it is the rational solution 
and it must come, sooner or later,
